BRITISH GOVERNMENT

Masterweb News Desk, concerned about the silence of the British 
government over the arrest and detention of one of their citizens, Mr. 
Nnamdi Kanu, Director of London based Radio Biafra by Nigeria 
Department of State Services (DSS) made a phone call to the British 
High Commission in Abuja. Our call was directed to the Emergency 
Center of British Foreign Office in London since we had called after 
office hours. An official named Emmy Hawo who answered the phone told 
our News Desk she could help us with any question regarding their High 
Commissions and British citizens abroad. 


When Masterweb asked Ms. Hawo what the British government had done for 
the release of Nnamdi Kanu, a British citizen and director of London 
based Radio Biafra. She asked: "Who is that and can you spell the last 
word of the radio station?" Our News Desk reporter responded: "The 
radio station is Radio Biafra and the last word is spelt B-I-A-F-R-A. 
So you haven't heard the word Biafra before nor the arrest of Radio 
Biafra operator, Mr. Nnamdi Kanu in Nigeria that has caused massive 


demonstrations in Nigeria and all over the world?" To this question 
Hawo replied "No." 


Our reporter explained to Hawo that Nnamdi Kanu was in mid October 
this year arrested in Nigeria by the country's secret police (DSS), 
charged to court where he was granted bail and still remains in DSS 
custody after meeting all bail conditions. Hawo responded: "The only 
consulate assistance we can offer to British citizens held abroad is 
to call the arresting local police to check on their welfare. In 
Nnamdi Kanu's case, I am quite sure our mission in Nigeria has made 
calls to check on his well-being. The assistance we can offer him is 
limited; we cannot demand his release, he is detained under the laws 
of Nigeria. It is the responsibility of his lawyer to do all that is 
within the local laws to seek his release." 


The only effort made in Britain for the release of Kanu is a letter 
written to the British government by Harriet Harman, member of British 
parliament representing Camberwell and Peckham of which so far has not 
yielded any result. The letter dated October 22, 2015, addressed to 
Philip Hammond, Secretary of State for Foreign and Commonwealth 
Affairs titled "Detention of my constituent Mr. Nnamdi Kanu" read as 
follows: 


iI understand that Mr Nnamdi Kanu, who I am told is a British citizen 
and lives at Owas arrested on the 17th October 2015 by the Nigerian 
Department of Security Services (DSS) when arriving in Lagos from the 
United Kingdom. 


iI understand Nnamdi is the leader of the Indigenous People of Biafra 
(IPOB) who are agitating for the independence of Nigeriais former 
Eastern Region. Iim told that the pro-Biafra group are non-violent and 
therefore should be afforded protection under Article 1 of the charter 
of the United Nations. 


ilid be grateful if you could let me know your understanding of what 
Nnamdi has been arrested for,what he might be charged with, where he 
has been held and what consular engagement there has been. 


I look forward to hearing from you. Yours sincerely, Harriet Harmani 


Mr. Nnamdi Kanu, Director of clandestine Radio Biafra and leader of 
Radio Biafra faction of Indigenous People of Biafra (IPOB) was on 
October 17, 2015 arrested by Nigeria Department of State Services 
(DSS) in Lagos. He was on October 19 arraigned by the DSS at Abuja 
Municipal Council Magistrate court where he was granted bail in the 
sum of N2 million or with surety of N2 million with a civil servant of 
grade level 16. He has since met the bail conditions but still remains 
in DSS custody. 


Billie (Human Rights Initiative) /Council of Elders is the other 
faction of IPOB. Radio Biafra was part of this IPOB until Kanu broke 
away to register his own IPOB which is now organizing protests for his 
release from detention. 


In July this year, Nigeria National Broadcasting Commission (NBC) 
announced they blocked Radio Biafra signal because it was operating 
illegally and broadcasting hate messages. Briefing Journalists after 
the NBC announcement and meeting between officials of Ministry of 
Information and President Buhari, Dr. Shade Yemi-Esan, Permanent 
Secretary, Ministry of Information said: iRight now the signals from 
radio Biafra have been jammed successfully by NBC. The commission is 
also working with security agencies to get those that are behind that 
radio because it is an illegal radio. It is not licensed by anybody to 
be on the airwaves in Nigeria.i 


Clandestine Radio Biafra contrary to claim by NBC of jamming it - with 
the exception of the recent successful takeover of their shortwave 
frequency, still broadcasts on satellite TV dubbed Biafra Television, 
Internet, FM and AM. Radio Biafra ‘weapon of mass destruction' has

Stuart McLean, one of Canada's most popular radio storytellers, has 
cancelled the remainder of his annual Vinyl Cafe Christmas tour after 
learning he has melanoma. McLean, 67, disclosed news of his illness on 
Saturday morning with a post on his Vinyl Cafe Facebook page. 

"Some unexpected and disappointing news," he wrote. "We have to call 
off the Vinyl Cafe Christmas Tour as of Monday November 23rd - the day 
after the concert in Thunder Bay. I have just learned that I have 
melanoma. I begin therapy next week." 


McLean also wrote the that diagnosis is not "as ominous as it sounds 
(or not as ominous as it sounded to me)." 


"Melanoma, which was once a deadly diagnosis, has, over the last 
couple of years, become eminently treatable. The treatment is, as my 
wonderful doctor describes it, the poster child of cancer therapy. He 
tells me a positive outcome for the immunotherapy I will be receiving 
should be in the neighbourhood of 85 per cent." 


The Vinyl Cafe Christmas tour was scheduled for 16 sets shows, before 


wrapping up Dec. 22 in Montreal, McLean's hometown. Tickets from 
cancelled shows will be refunded at point of purchase, McLean noted. 


"I know this is a disappointment to those of you who are looking 
forward to the show," he wrote. "It is a disappointment to me, too. It 
feels like I invited everyone to dinner and am calling to say the 
party's off. I don't know what to say except, I am sorry." 


"Finally, I don't want you worrying," McLean added. "I am otherwise 
healthy and, as I said, the likelihood of this being a bump in the 
road rather than the end of the road is by far the most expected 
outcome. There are many, many people who are much sicker than I am, 
who both need and deserve your concern. My apologies for the 
disruption and my best wishes to you and your loved ones for the 
holidays and the year ahead." 


McLean's Vinyl Cafe show has toured theatres in cities and towns 
across Canada and the United States since 1998. The show is a bit of 
throwback in that it is recorded in front of a live audience, and 
later broadcast on CBC Radio. 


McLean, a three-time winner of the Stephen Leacock Memorial Medal for 
Humour literary award, was made an Officer of the Order of Canada in 
2011. McLean attended Lower Canada College and graduated from Sir 
George Williams University in 1971.

Itis going to be a cold Christmas and holiday season in the Canadian 
TV racket. 


Last weekis layoffs by Bell Media shocked a lot of TV viewers and the 
public in general, who witnessed familiar faces and experienced hands 
being let go. People such as Dan Matheson, a long-time anchor at the 
CTV News Channel, and Suneel Joshi, who has done the weekend sports 
report for the CTV Toronto affiliate forever, and Bill Hutchison, 
another veteran Toronto TV anchor. 


Across Canada at Bell Media-owned local stations fA Bell Media owns 30 
local TV stations, many radio stations and 34 specialty channels fA the 
axe fell. Viewers might feel discombobulated, especially if they know 


that Bell Media recently reported revenue growth and a profit of $183- 
million in its latest quarterly report. 


But hereis the thing: This is likely just the start of a radical 
downsizing in mainstream Canadian TV. What Bell Media did will very 
likely be done, eventually, by Rogers and Shaw. 


Canadian TV is screwed. For now. The old advertising model has been 
shattered and nobody knows what the looming pick-and-pay change is 
going to do to the specialty channel menu. Nothing will ever be the 
same. Profits can be achieved but nothing like the vast, vast amounts 
that have been made in the past. 


Fact is, the Canadian TV business has been smug about its business 
operations for years and that smugness has meant that the viewer shift 
toward digital and streaming services is far more of a calamity than 
it should be. Itis a truism that complacency sets in when a business 
is making a lot of money with little effort. Itis just that Canadian 
TV is a particularly startling example of that truism. 


The Internet seems to have caught Canadian TV executives by surprise. 
Iive been writing about the Canadian racket long enough to know that, 
years ago now, while this newspaper was putting enormous effort into 
an online paper, Canadian TV execs appeared to be under the impression 
that the Internet was a fad that would fade away. 


There was little effort to keep up with technology. Why bother when 
commercial TV broadcasters simply bought dozens of American network 
shows, sold ads on those shows, and people watched and the money 
poured in? The only tricky part of the business plan was keeping the 
pesky CRTC happy by fulfilling an obligation on Canadian content. 


One day, not long ago, it seems that a number of Canadian TV execs 
woke up and shouted, What fresh hell is this?i All changed, changed 
utterly in the TV business. Viewers were ahead of the TV bosses, 
keeping pace with technology that made more TV content available 
across more platforms. Even the CRTC was ahead, which is why the 
Commission had little sympathy for various commercial broadcasters 
bleating complaints about Netflix and other innovations. 


Meanwhile, English CBC TV is undergoing its own trauma. While the 
promise of more funding from the new government is bound to be welcome 
news, CBC TV is finding it extremely hard to gain viewers for new 
productions. Two very good series, This Life and The Romeo Section, 
are pulling in around 250,000 viewers. But Murdoch Mysteries can draw 
around 1 million viewers, Rick Mercer Report is usually around 890,000 
and This Hour Has 22 Minutes has about 755,000. Murdoch, Mercer and 22 
Minutes canit carry CBC TV forever. 


Thereis no doubt in my mind the Canadian TV racket will recover, after 
a long and brutal battering. Profits will never reach the ecstatic 
levels of the past and fewer people will get rich, but Canadian TV 
will remain what is, essentially: a protected business arena. It has 
been protected from the vagaries of a truly competitive market place 
for decades, and that isnit going to change. 


What has changed already is viewer taste and the technology to shape 
taste. There is little patience with commercials. There is an appetite 
for seeing new, critically acclaimed series soon, not later, when some 
Canadian exec figures out a way to stream it or air it in Canada. 
Thereis a wealth of great TV being made and viewers want it. 


What has not changed is the popularity of television itself. Whether 
the viewer is watching content on a giant flat-screen unit on the 
wall, or on a tablet, itis still TV content. There is a hunger for it 
and television is the defining storytelling medium of this century. 
The lights have been dimmed in the Canadian TV racket, but they 
havenit been turned off. Yet (via Dan Say, alt.tv.networks.cbc via

From there scroll a little bit to the northwest until you see a gray 
square along Dechtower Damm. Then switch to Google Earth. Then scroll 
to the west and you will see the white contours of the antenna’ s. 
South from the transmitter buildings (Jan Oosterveen, Nov 25, 
shortwvesites yg via DXLD) 


These whitish traces are of course just a part of the story: The 
Soviet curtains that have been built with transmitters KWZ 3 and KWZ 
4, the second and third 500 kW transmitters, the PKV-500 design. The 
S-shaped row consisted of 6-12 and 12-22 MHz pairs, aiming at 60, 83, 
104, 145, 240, 263, 284 and 325 deg. 


South of the row was another curtain set, aiming at 210 deg., for 5-9, 
9-15 and 15-26 MHz, all slewable +/- 10 deg. Its place can be noted in 
the aerial image as a rectangular patch. 


The noted transmitter buildings include besides the white ones of KWZ 
3 and KWZ 4 also the less elaborate one of KWZ 2, the first 500 kW 
transmitter, a Brown Boveri as the postal office internally boasted, 
in the final years outperformed by KWZ 3 and KWZ 4 in regard to 
reliability. Initially, until the above described curtains were 
completed, it had quite limited antenna capabilities: 


A 4/4 curtain for transmissions to Chile (240 , 6-11 MHz), set up ina 
hurry when Chile was a big priority for RBI after 1973, also known as 
"Ehrlich antenna" after the responsible engineer. It sat immediately 
south of the transmitter buildings, no traces of it can be seen 
anymore. 


And immediately at Dechtower Damm, east of the transmitter buildings, 
sat a quadrant antenna for 6/7 MHz and a single dipole for 15 MHz, 
designed to serve the Middle East (135 ). Only meadow land to be seen 
there now, too. 


Then there was transmitter KWZ 1 in this building:

It was a Funkwerk K*penick, 100 kW, used by Deutsche Welle until 2000. 
In the final years it was involved in the airtime exchange between DW 
and RNW; usual operational practice was to use it for the noon 
transmission of RNW English on its second frequency (which was either 
on 9 or 7 MHz) and otherwise for DW programming on 6140 kHz. 


Primary antenna for KWZ 1 was of course the DuS which, by way of the 
current 6095 kHz transmissions, meanwhile came to fame in the Anorak 
scene. Its most notable limitation is that the frequency range is 
restricted to 6-17 MHz. Immediately west of the transmitter building 
was a dipole for 7 MHz transmissions towards 190 , meant for Europe 
services, for which KWZ 1 could also use the quadrant antenna. 


Then there was transmitter HF/B, a Funkwerk K*penick 50 kW, the first 

broadcasting transmitter ever installed at Nauen. It had its place in 

this building https://go00.g1/maps/rDPART9hVXr where it was overlooked 

by the scrapping squad, thus could be secured for a collection in the 

large utility transmitter hall which is now hardly more than a useless 
relic:

There was no connection across Dechtower Damm between HF/B and KWZ 
1...4. Antennas for HF/B were two 6 MHz dipoles (10 and 252 deg., 
respectively), another dipole for 11 MHz (125 ) and up to six rhombics 
of which towards the end only a 125/305 deg. one (6-11 MHz) was still 
in use. 


I understand that DW terminated the use of HF/B in 1993. KWZ 2/3/4 
followed in 1997, immediately replaced by the new ALLISS (but with 
Telefunken transmitters) which in my opinion were primarily a 
political symbol of keeping one of the East German shortwave sites, 
one of which DW was tired [?] in 2007 and paid 14 million Euros only 
to get out of the transmission contract (I doubt that they saved so 
much money in the just four years until 2011 in which they continued 
the former Nauen transmissions with another provider). 


Then there was K*nigs Wusterhausen, where shortwave broadcasting 
restarted in late 1945 (almost from the start on the famous 6115 kHz 
frequency) with low power transmitters from the utility building 
https: //goo.g1/maps/D86JeLhewW2Q2 

I don't know if the utility transmitters were also later enabled for 
possible broadcasting use, in particular after a replacement of the 
equipment during the eighties. 


After 1960 high power operations started from the building 
https://goo.gl1/maps/2bgyGme7xbw (originally built for rotary VLF 
transmitters). Installed have been the Sneg transmitters KWH 22a / 22b 
/ 23a / 23b, operated as fixed 100 kW units KWH 22 and KWH 23, and the 
100 kW transmitters KWH 24 and KWH 25, newer Soviet designs it seems. 


The antenna options for these transmitters were apparently quite 
limited: For KWH 22 a ND antenna of some sort, maybe a VM, for 6 MHz 
(6115 kHz!) and rhombics of 130/310 and 235 deg.; for KWH 23 a LPV at 
242 , again especially designed to serve Chile, a HQ for 7/9 MHz, a 
dipole (265 ) for 9 MHz and a RHO 91/271 ; KWH 24 could like KWH 23 
use the LPV 242 and the 9 MHz dipole plus dedicated RHO 166 and 208 
deg.; KWH 25 was probably limited to a RHO 125/305 which is not 
necessarily the whole story, but altogether only a few additional 
antennas would be missing here. 


K*nigs Wusterhausen transmitters had been terminated by DW in 1993 and 
the antennas being removed a few years later. Some traces, such as the 
shape of two rhombics, can still be spotted in the bushes around the 
transmitter building. But beware: There have been also MW and LW; the 
still standing mast carries the sloping wire antenna of the LW BC 
transmitter that until 1999 was the aux for 177 kHz and until 1994 
also for 261 kHz. 


Finally there was this transmitter building:

Here it had already lost its roof. Meanwhile the remains are gone as 
well. So nothing reminds now anymore of another transmitter, LPZ 4, a 
100 kW Funkwerk K*penick from 1972. It had replaced a French-made 
transmitter, installed at the Wiederau station in 1943 but not put 
into service by the Nazis anymore. This was done only after the war, 
in 1953 or maybe already before, using 9730 kHz. 


It seems that operation on other frequencies (but with 9730 still 
being a much-used standard) started only with the new transmitter in 
1972. At least some of the rhombic antennas had been replaced as well. 
The last configuration consisted of four ones with the possible 
azimuths 38, 90, 148, 172, 218 and 270 deg. At least some of the 
antennas could cover the entire range from 6 to 21 MHz, and it seems 
that 21 MHz at 38 in the morning was amongst the standard services, 
not possible to run with KWZ 1 at Nauen. 


LPZ 4 was terminated by DW in 1993, too. And again the rhombics 
disappeared within a few years. When staring at the meadow for mast 
anchors it must be considered that it was also the place of mediumwave 
Dreieckfl%chenantennen (I keep forgetting how to call them in English) 
of which only the antenna huts now remain. 531 kHz came from the left 


one big mast, now gone as well, until its insulator had to be removed 
around 1985, leaving only the DFA with the large, circular antenna 
hut. The other DFA at the corner marked "Fl*flchen" was the usual 
choice for 1323 kHz, operated with a circuitry with condensers to 
match the incoming 50 ohms coaxial cable (no open wire lines at all 
here) to the mere 23 ohms the antenna had on this frequency.

The group of Russian-speaking Israeli figures of literature, art, sent 
an open letter to Prime Minister Benjamin Netanyahu to immediately 
intervene in the situation with Radio REKA. 


"We hold you personally responsible for the fate of Radio REKA" - said 
in a letter circulated Public Committee in Defense of the Russian- 
language radio station. 


The letter recalls that the lack of staff has threatened "the presence 
of Russian-language broadcasting in Israel." And that, as stressed in 
the message comes at a time when the pace of repatriation increased, 
when due to a wave of terror many regular listeners in particular need 
of objective and timely information at first hand when still remains a 
lot of people, which is the only radio station REKA-link to Israeli 
life, reports cursor. 


According to the authors of the letter "ministers and officials lied 
that it is important to REKA radio and its future is not in danger." 
"In fact today RECA destroy not allowed to take new pictures, putting 
the remaining journalists in inhuman and degrading conditions of 
work", - Said in the letter. 


In the state radio station to November 1, 2015 there were only 18 
people. For comparison: in 1991, when RECA started her broadcast work 
and fewer hours a day than it is now, the state radio station was 67 
people. 


"As a result, at the moment load staff has increased many times, the 
work has become a conveyor for filling ether. This can not but affect 
the quality of transmission, despite the best efforts of the creative 
team, "- said in the letter. 


"For many new immigrants that radio - not only the sole source of 
information. For many of them, Radio REKA - it is a symbol. We know 


how important you, Mr. Prime Minister, give to the need to continue 
the repatriation of the CIS countries. To deprive them of Russian- 
speaking immigrants radio - it's a terrible mistake. But that mistake 
can be corrected," - say the authors of the letter, warning that 
Netanyahu may go down in history, "as the man who destroyed the radio 
RECA."

Claudio’s essay was of course set off by the unattributed remark I 
made about his first detailed log report of a VOK transmission. He 
appears to be criticizing me for the remark, which was meant to be 
complementary as well as ironic. I and I am sure many other listeners 
are put off by the style and rhetoric of VOK, representing the most 
cruel regime on earth, and could not bring ourselves axually to listen 
to it, let alone copy details. 


Altho official monitoring services in UK and USA are probably doing 
it, here we have some by an individual, which could be of academic 
interest in the future. Here is a Google translation of his piece 
without my fixing it up. I am not very impressed with his attempt to 
dress this up with some references, footnotes. Perhaps he is doing it 
for some academic credit?

Recently, within the community of listeners shortwave I met with a 
hostile attitude towards the report of some stations with "negative" 
political-cultural burdens for certain celebrities who pontificate 
from the rooftops quasi ignominious task of writing down I listened in 
detail. 


However, they are the first to rip clothes about the loss of some 
stations, big, Western, European or American, even going to mock his 
shortwave radio receivers the use of soap or paperweights. Also, 
complaining about the declining number of hours devoted to academic 
classical music or jazz, etc. 


However, shortwave is the image of what happens in the world, the 
effect of globalization / theater postmodernism in intangible assets 
such as anthropological Broadcasting (Balsebre, 2001) and its 
relationship with economic cycles (ie : Peru University "San Martin de 
Porres", 2005, pp.89-92). 


Several examples of them can see it in the renewal of certain services 
of China Radio International (CRI), the power increase and renovation 
scheme program Voice of Korea (North Korea VOK), power and improved 
verification system Radio Havana Cuba, the number of program changes 
and frequency of emissions via WRMI (Radio Miami) and etc., realize 
the dynamic life of shortwave. 


Similarly, makes it clear the new world cycle we face as a country 


like China as a nation that grows economically, the relevance of East 
Asian financial issues and even the transformation of the concept of 
culture-in its relationship with the capital has gone from being 
classified as hazardous to a long-term investment. Which leads to 
contemplate that countries use for years, and hopefully decades. 


That is, not understanding where we are going or where lead is 
serious. But more dangerous for our hobby it is to think that our view 
is the only valid, forgetting that private or state broadcasters are 
broadcasters of all types of culture (Gile, 1991) but this exceeds our 
perception and taste. It is for this reason that you must respect to 
them and to those who still hear them. 


And that is the image of an era that will be studied in the future, 
where old logs, audio (such as those made by swling.com) and 
testimonies of DXers will serve as primary sources as the basis for an 
academic analysis about imaginary and speeches of broadcasting in an 
era of change, as is being done by the "Committee d'Histoire 
Radiodiffusion" of France and is tributary of the Annales school and 
Cultural History (via Google via DXLD)

but everywhere else it’s branded only as RADIO CENTRO 1190. Altho it 
appears to be 100% Mexican, part of Grupo Radio MExico (not Radio 
Centro [flagship XEQR 1030] itself), their studio phone number has an 
El Paso area code! *‘Cabina: (915) 229-1991°*. Nothing on the Contacto 
link any closer than that, let alone a street address in CiJz. Is the 
studio really across the frontera?? 


Anyhow, the 1190 CiJz facility is XEPZ, ex-Radio Norte0a per WRTH 
2015, IRCA log 2014-2015, and Cant’ as of Feb 2015, with 5000/100 
watts (yeah, sure). Many years ago I visited XEPZ, when it was also an 
adjunct to some bigger station, and consisted of little but a record

Another Lost Radio Station 


Several times this year we've followed the story of the permit problem 
facing the Universidad AutUnoma Agraria Antonio Narro, located in 
Saltillo, Coahuila. Their AM radio station is about to lose its permit 
6 and it's highly unlikely that they could get back to AM at the 
current pace. 


At that time I identified five open FM frequencies in Saltillo, cross- 
referencing the FCC and IFT records: 92.1, 96.7, 100.1, 101.7, 107.3. 
The UAAAN would certainly want an FM, and there is also a social 
applicant for Saltillo that was told "no spectrum available" for some 
reason or another. 


Now, we're going to set 107.3 aside and give it to the social 
applicant people. Mexico now reserves 106-108 MHz for future social 
use stations. And their proposal was for a very low power station. 


That leaves four frequencies --- or is it three? Because I've stumbled 
across something unusual: another forgotten permit station in 
Saltillo, dropped from the IFT tables but still operating. 


It's (the former) XHINS-FM 100.1, owned by the INStituto TecnolUgico 
de Saltillo. The RPC is generous in hosting old and forgotten permits 
(it's still in the RPC but not in the tables), so you can go and 
marvel at the permit. 
http://rpc.ift.org.mx/rpc/pdfs/0902526480037b74. pdf 

(Technical parameters: 3 kW, 25 26'28.7"/-100 59'31.5", 100m HAAT.) 
The permit was awarded in 1998, and the station itself dates to 1991 
in some form. 


That led me to Tec de Saltillo's homepage, and to a page with URL of 
http: //its.mx/2014/xhins/ 

(ooh fun!). You can find XHINS in the IFT tables up through January 
2015, so it was probably dropped when they went through and got rid of 
a whole bunch of ancient permits for the April release. 


I had suspected this might exist because when I was reading the 
history of XHITT in Tijuana, another station owned by a technological 
institute, the article mentioned that "Radio TecnolUgico is one of 
four stations owned by a tecnolUgico: Saltillo, Durango, Celaya and 
Tijuana". (The others are XHITD and XHITC. There are also some new 
ones, particularly XHTSC, and some technological universities: XHUTG, 
XHUTT, XHUTU. XHTEC Tec de Monterrey is noteworthy too, but that is a 
private institution.) 


What the heck is going on here? Another permit station of questionable 
legal status, to be filed alongside XEUBJ in Oaxaca, some TV stations 
and whatnot (Raymie, Nov 23, ibid.) 


"In the event that, by the anticipated shutoff dates for analog 
television by coverage area, or by December 31, 2015, the current 
permitholders that operate television stations with an ERP less than 
or equal to 1 kW on VHF or 10 kW on UHF, are not transmitting digital 
television signals, and/or the penetration level mentioned in 
paragraphs 3 and 4 of this article has not been reached whether it be 
in a region, locality or the whole country, the IFT must establish a 
program so that the population can continue receiving this public 
service in the general interest, until the permitholders begin digital 
transmissions and/or the penetration levels mentioned in this article 
are reached."

We are a little over a month out from the analog shutoff date for the 
rest of Mexico. Could some analog stations remain? Gabriel Sosa Plata 
thinks so, citing penetration issues, missing shadows, and the 
question of unready state networks.

A potential game-changer for the technical information available to us 
about Mexican broadcast stations is being proposed, but there is a 
major catch. 


The IFT today submitted for public opinion guidelines to create the 
National Infrastructure Information System (SNII). Among the 
requirements of the new system is that broadcasters will have to put 
into the new system information about the technical characteristics of 
their transmission facilities 6 coordinates, transmitter information, 
antennas, feeders, amplifiers, retransmitter information, etc. The new 
system would likely begin operation in 2017. 


The main problem is the way access to this is being restricted in the 
proposed guidelines. It looks like they are making this information 
rather reserved and confidential 6 understandably in some regard. 
Reading the General Law on Transparency and Access to Public 
Information, I think they might consider it too much of a national 
security risk to release. 


The public comment period is 90 days starting from today. I would love 
to file with them and say "some basic information about broadcast 
stations is made freely available by other countries such as the US 6 
why not in Mexico?", but I don't think they'd listen to me. We have 
correct geographic coordinates for all TV stations, some radio 
stations within 320km of the US border, AM-FM migrants (not all 
combos), permits from the late 1990s, and selected stations that have 
made technical modifications available in the RPC. However, for older 
stations in both bands, newer FM stations that were authorized as such 
(such as certain permit stations), etc., we are missing that sort of 
information, which creates problems for the DXing community 
(particularly FM). (Raymie, Nov 25, ibid.)

Meanwhile, I found a DOF publication from 2000 that made available 39 
new radio stations, none of which were ever built for some reason. 
(Notably, 96.7 and 101.7 Saltillo were included and earmarked for 
Ramos Arizpe, Coah., which is adjacent.) 


What's really interesting is that the callsigns are protected. For 
instance, XHEVAB-FM, an AM-FM migrant in Valle de Bravo, Edomex, has 
that callsign despite there not being an XHVAB-FM.

There was also Pre Sunrise Authority of 38 
Watts, and during that time XEROK was quite audible along with KLEC at 
the studio on Broadway. The transmitter was at Eastern and Reno. The 
interesting thing is that TWR in Bonaire would knock out XEROK very 
solidly for several hours each night. I don't remember the usual time 
pattern, but it would completely take 800, and then fade back out 
after a few hours. Occasionally, all 3 stations could be heard in 
KLEC's Air Monitor.

Al Khalil radio station raided overnight and shuttered for six months 
after airing songs encouraging terror attacks against Israel; this is 
the second Hebron-area station to be shut down in current wave of 
violence. 


The IDF shut down a Palestinian radio station in Hebron on Friday 
night, for the second time in the current wave of violence. 


IDF troops raided Radio Al Khalil overnight and seized broadcasting 
equipment, leaving behind a warrant signed by the GOC Central Command, 
Roni Numa, which orders the shutdown of the station for six months. 


The IDF said that the raid, done in cooperation with the Shin Bet and 
the Israeli Civil Administration, was a result of incitement 
broadcasted on the station, which is one of the most popular radio 
stations in the area. 


According to the Civil Administration, Al Khalil Radio broadcasts 
"inciting songs against Israel and encourages terror attacks and the 
murder of Israeli citizens," noting these songs make up the lion's 
share of the station's broadcasts. 


In addition, the Civil Administration said the radio station 
"broadcasts lies about the execution of Palestinians and the 
kidnapping of Palestinians by Israeli security forces; congratulates 
the families of ‘shahids' for the death of their children; praises 
terrorists who committed stabbing and vehicular attacks; and calls for 
revenge attacks." 


"Investigation of recent attacks found a connection between the 
incitement that riles up the Palestinian public and terror attacks 
that have taken place recently," the Civil Administration said. 


Many of the recent terror attacks took place in the Hebron area, and 
the terrorists who murdered five people in two separate terror attacks 
on Thursday are also residents of the area. 


The attacks in Tel Aviv and Gush Etzion on Thursday happened after 
several days of relative silence in the Hebron area, during which the 
IDF decided to remove the partial closure of the area. 


So far, a decision has not been made on whether reinstate the partial 
closure, but COGAT decided to freeze working permits in Israel for 
thousands of Palestinians from the Hebron area, pending an examination 
of the permits. 


Three weeks ago, Israeli security forces raided the offices and studio 
of Al Huriya Radio in Hebron, seizing technical equipment and 
transmitters. Al Huriya Radio, another popular station in the area, 
was also shut down for six month after broadcasting incitement against 
the State of Israel, encouraging stabbing attacks and supporting 
violent rioting (via JosE Miguel Romero2, Nov 20, dxldyg via DXLD)

SPUTNIK --- The Polish government has begun censoring independent 
media in the country. The first one to fall is the Polish commercial 
radio station Radio Hobby. 


The Polish National Broadcasting Council (KRRiT) canceled the 
broadcasting license of Radio Hobby, which airs Radio Sputnik Polska. 
Radio Hobby broadcasts Radio Sputnik for an hour every day between 9 
PM and 10 PM, based on a contract signed three years ago the radio 
station Voice of Russia. 


"But you promised there will be no censorship," Sputnik Polska reader 
Jan Kowalski commented on the story. The reason why Radio Hobby's 
license was cancelled was due to the fact that the radio station was 
allegedly selling its airtime to a foreign government, Pawel Kubalski, 
the founder of Radio Hobby, told Sputnik Polska. 


However, the selling of the airtime to a foreign government is not 
forbidden. 


"Polskie Radio Program I [the Polish government's public radio 


broadcaster] airs the hour-long program Radio Vatican; that is, if 
we're deprived of our license I'll ask the government broadcasting 
council to do the same with Polskie Radio Program, so they would also 
have their license revoked," Kubalski told Sputnik. 


Interestingly, the license troubles for Radio Hobby happened during 
the same week the new right-wing Law and Justice Party (PiS) presented 
its cabinet. PiS came out victorious in the October 25 national 
election with 37.58 percent of the votes, raking in 232 seats in the 
460-member lower chamber of the Polish parliament. 


However, Kubalski doesn't believe that the PiS was behind the act, as 
KRRiT is still under the control of the old government. That's why 
it's a hoax made to show Russia that it was the new government that 
decided to revoke the license right after their inauguration. 


"It's a political intrigue and we've gotten right in the center of 
it," Kubalski said, as cited by Sputnik Polska. 


Radio Hobby has been broadcasting the Russian radio show for 5 years. 
During this time, nobody said anything against it, including the PiS, 
the most anti-Russian political party in Poland, Kubalski said. 


The situation is absurd, Kubalski said. Radio Hobby would start the 
administrative procedure to defend its legal rights, demanding KRRiT 
to revise the decision. The whole thing is going to take a couple of 
months, the head of Radio Hobby revealed (via JosE Miguel Romero2, Nov

Tony Hall is to become the first director general of the BBC to argue 
for full external regulation. In a speech tonight he will call for a 
regulator that "holds our feet firmly to the fire on distinctiveness". 


But he will speak out strongly on the need to safeguard the 
corporation's stability and independence, warning that it has been 
eroded over the past 20 years, and calling for future substantive 
changes to be subject to a vote in Parliament and by licence fee 
payers. 


In a speech to the Cardiff Business Club, Lord Hall will highlight the 
contribution the creative industries make to "UK plc" during these 
challenging economic times. 


He is expected to say that the BBC is a home for distinctive quality 
and creativity, supporting the best talent and brightest ambition, and 
is a driving force behind the UK's "extraordinary global 
competitiveness in the creative industries". 


He will argue that strengthening the foundations of the BBC's 
independence in the next Charter is vital to securing that "growth 
dividend" for Britain. 


He says he would welcome a regulator that reviews the BBC's 
performance and has the power to impose remedies if it fails to meet 


its purposes - but it must not stifle creative freedom. 


"Some think that the BBC should only be able to produce what the 


market doesn't. That our creativity should begin only where others 
fail, always second-guessing the market and backing away from the most 
promising ideas," he says. 


"Some want every part of the country to have an exact proportion of 
the licence fee spent on it, regardless of where the best ideas are 
found. Or they want to choose how to ring-fence our spending. Or even 
simply reduce our audience, regardless of whether - as in the last 
Charter - we got there by becoming more distinctive. 


"Regulation must be effective, but not prescriptive. And it must not 
become paralysing." 


He will say that when he was working in news and current affairs in 
the 1990s, the independence of the BBC was protected by a set of quiet 
customs and traditions. 


"Back then it was Willie Whitelaw who'd provided us with the certainty 
of a 15-year Charter, underpinning our independence by allowing us 
stability through the political cycle," he will say. 


"When I returned to the BBC as director general, I was struck by a 
major change. The foundations of the BBC's independence had become 
weaker. The traditions and informal arrangements which protected it 
had been eroded. 


"Politicians had not done this deliberately - it happened under all 
parties. "First, the licence fee was spent on things that were not 
directly to do with broadcasting. On digital switchover. On rural 
broadband and local TV. Then twice it was settled without a full 
process. 


"Now the era of fixed-term parliaments has brought the BBC's five-year 
funding reviews firmly into the political cycle. Some have even 
suggested - though not the Government - that the Charter Review should 
follow the same rhythm. 


"The truth is that a five-year Charter would effectively dangle a 
Sword of Damocles over the BBC's head - calling our future into 
question at every election and stopping the corporation from planning 
or investing in any long-term, sustainable way." 


He will argue that the corporation should be taken firmly out of the 
electoral cycle by moving to an 11-year Charter period. And there 
should be a "dual lock" to stop fundamental changes taking 

place without reference to the public. 


He will argue that there should be a resolution of each House of 


Parliament, with two-thirds majority, as is already the case for 
changes to the new Press Charter, and an online vote from the people 
who ultimately own the BBC: the licence fee payers (via Mike Cooper,

Quite 
a stretch, but maybe KDWN NV, 50 kW rather than smaller FL, GA 
stations (Glenn Hauser, Enid OK, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


[and non]. For the 3rd station on 720, how about XEJCC Ciudad Ju-rez? 
73 (Tim, Sent from my BlackBerry 10 smartphone, Hall, ABDX via DXLD) 


Tim, Yes, of course. I was glancing at the NRC Pattern Book for ideas, 
and XEJCC is missing from it. I have now written it in, altho I have 
no idea what its pattern may be. 73, (Glenn to Tim, ibid.) 


xx US A. 750, Nov 19 at 1258 UT, ‘‘UnivisiUn AmErica 750 AM, una 
estaciUn euforia[?]**, i.e. KAMA El Paso TX. Also in nightmiddle

xk US A. 930, Nov 19 at 0525 UT, ‘Jim Bohannon’ live feed // 690 
KGGF, best on N/S antenna, in the (almost?) absence of WKY OKC. In 
fact I’m getting a reverb, so two JimBo stations. This single page 
http://www. jimbotalk.net/station-finder/ 

now displays all affiliates at once, facilitating searching by 
frequency rather than having to click on each state. Besides too-far 
outlets in MD and OH, we find these on 930, with local times here 
converted to UT: 


WTAD Quincy IL 04-07 

WKCT Bowling Green KY 03-06 
KSDN Aberdeen SD 03-06 

KROE Sheridan WY 04-06 


Very likely I am getting WTAD and KSDN, also logged on 930 before and 
soon KSDN again for sure (Glenn Hauser, OK, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


930, Nov 19 at 0705 UT, break after some network news with ad for 
Aberdeen Civic Arena, weather, and *’Newstalk 930, KSDN, Aberdeen’ ° 
South Dakota. This would also be one of the stations with Bohannon 
over an hour ago. If WKY OKC were on at normal power, I would not be 
able to hear this from the opposite direxion. Once again I suspect 
another station is out of whack: KSDN 1 kW night pattern is supposed 
to throw northeast, and we are south. 5 kW day pattern has major lobe 
NW, minor lobe SE. 


xk US A. 930, Nov 19 at 0526 UT, classic rock roughly east-west, vs 

JimBo on the N/S antenna. 0557 UT a John Denver song; 0600 UT ID for 

WGAD Rainbow City, and 103.9 FM W2dHHHF. That’s on the newly acquired 

IC-R75 with ALA-330 antenna {both gifts from Brandon Jordan+. This is 
facilitated by the lack of any audible signal from WKY OKC, but which 
may be on but at very puny power; see OKLAHOMA. 


An hour later I’ve switched to the DX-398 with internal ferrite only: 
0658 UT Nov 19, country song runs over 0700 UT; finally 0702 UT, clear 
ID for ‘‘WGAD, Rainbow City-Gadsden and W280ER, 103.9°° and jingle as 
“The greatest hits of all time, WGAD’*, then disco tune. Imagine 
that: top billing to the AM, not FM translator. FCC shows W280ER is 
licensed to Anniston, but with a CP for Gadsden, Alabama --- another 
one of those move-in deals for AMs desperate to get on FM. Before and 
after, the translator is separately owned/licenceed. 


Per NRC Pattern Book, 500-watt night pattern is supposed to go south 
with essentially no signal to the west! 5 kW day is non-direxional. 


NRC AM Log doesn’t mention Gadsden AL, just CoL Rainbow City, with 
address in Oxford, format AC. Station obviously identifies with larger 


city Gadsden of which Rainbow City is a suburb, on I-59 in northeast 
AL, while Oxford is quite some distance to the south on I-20, near 
Anniston. WGAD is probably also one of my unIDs from yesterday, rather 
than KCCC NM (Glenn Hauser, OK, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


*xk US A. UNIDENTIFIED. 930, Nov 19 at 1252 UT, just after confirming 
that WKY OKC is on the air but at severely reduced power, I'm briefly 
hearing another weak SS station, clockwise from WKY, ‘‘los Exitos de 
hoy, QuE Suave’*’ (or Ke Suabe?) fA trouble is I'm not certain of the 
last word, and don’t find any listings for such a slogan or anything 
Similar in western US or Mexico. 


If Mexican, the only likely 930s this late are XESHT in Saltillo, 
Coahuila, but it’s supposed to be **‘La Poderosa’* or **La M-s Buena’’; 
or XEQS in Fresnillo, Zacatecas, which is **Rom-ntica’*. Could it be 
KCCC Carlsbad NM in a recent flip? Well, there is a ‘Que Suave’ in 
Carlsbad, but it’s a hair/nail salon. Searching on that slogan mainly 
hits on KSWV 810 Santa Fe. How about KAPR Douglas AZ, listed as SS? 
Could be, except it’s allegedly // KVOI 1030 which is NewsTalk in 
English (Glenn Hauser, OK, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


Re the unID Spanish on 930 other than WKY, clockwise from it, Raymie 
Humbert, Phunix AZ, replies Nov 19 on the WTFDA Forum, indicating that 
KAPR Douglas AZ is indeed Spanish now: 


And for what it's worth, Alex Lucas's El Genio Lucas show is listed as 
airing on KAPR 930 AM and I saw one reference to "Radio Cobre 930 AM". 
It's 71 watts night, though. KAPR appears to be co-owned with KDAP-FM 
by Howard Henderson, based on FCC applications. Henderson bought KAPR 
in 2012 from KVOI. Henderson also appears to be battling leukemia 
based on the information on the KDAP Facebook page 6 and he's not 
doing well at all, it seems’* (Glenn Hauser, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


KAPR has been Spanish for years, and I heard them running the Alex

WBZ's IBOC Off x*xAT NIGHTx*!?! I heard back on this --- Supposedly 


they're doing it on purpose to protect KDKA! WINS still has theirs on, 
but with their pattern I'm sure it wasn't nearly as destructive. I 
forget, does KDKA itself run IBOC or did they used to? Quite a 
development with how supportive CBS has been of IBOC over the years.

Both operate full daytime as they are quite a ways apart. 


KKDZ's former evening operation was diplexed with 1460 KARR at a 
transmitter site at Rose Hill, in Kirkland. The site lease ended, and 
the antenna is now long gone replaced by a housing development. KARR 
is off air, KKDZ is using the attached STA. 


There were some other interesting share time deals that have now gone 
away, most recently WIBW and KSAC [KKSU]. The only other remaining one 
I am aware of is KWLC/KDEC Decorah, Iowa. --

This is in reference to the request filed on May 29, 2015. RSA 
requests an extension of the STA granted on May 16, 2014, for 
operation of station KKDZ(AM) with emergency antenna facilities, 
pursuant to Section 73.1680, due to loss of the nighttime site on May 
31, 2014.1 In support of the request, RSA states that in the past six 
months it continued to examine all options to determine the best long 
term solution to resume licensed operations. 


Requests for extension of STA will be granted only where the licensee 


can show that one or more of the following criteria have been met: 

i Restoration of licensed facilities is complete and testing is 
underway; 

i Substantial progress has been made during the most recent STA period 
toward restoration of licensed operation; or 

No progress has been made during the most recent STA period for 
reasons clearly beyond the licensee's control, and the licensee has 
taken all possible steps to expeditiously resolve the problem. 


Accordingly, the request for extension of STA IS HEREBY GRANTED. 
Station KKDZ(AM) may continue to operate during nighttime shared hours 
with an emergency ND antenna and reduced power not to exceed 1.25 kW 
using the daytime site facility. It will be necessary to further 
reduce power or cease operation if complaints of interference are 
received. RSA must notify the Commission when licensed operation is 
restored (after an FCC Form 301 and 302 application have been filed 
and granted). 


RSA must use whatever means are necessary to protect workers and 

the public from exposure to radio frequency radiation in excess of the 
Commission's exposure guidelines. See 47 CFR & 1.13 10. We anticipate 
that RSA will file the required FCC Form 301 application to modify the 
licensed facility before the expiration date shown below in order to 
show that substantial progress has been made.

And in Rock Springs, 
there are actually 2 of them, one on each end of town. The only way to 
tell the difference is that theyill say iBroadcasting from Evanstoni 
or iBroadcasting from Rock Springs.i 


Our HARs are active all the time. They announce the time and date, 
announce the highway advisory phone number (888-wyo-road) and live 
heard lately that they even insert a forecast every 3rd or 4th pass of 
the loop. Then there is the automated message that announces any 
advisories/closures if there are any or just announces that there are 
no advisories in effect. 


I also contacted someone at WYDOT in Cheyenne and she was pretty 
impressed that our HARs were making it out that far. She did explain 
the touch-tones to me as well fA they donit really have any rhyme or 
reason. They actually control the sign beacons that flash on the signs 
along the highway. Apparently itis some sort of iremote controli for 
the beacons. One set of tones turns the beacons on, another set turns 
them off. She said they just include it in the loop because they canit 
be totally sure if the flashers turn on or off if they just send the 
tones once so theyid rather include it in the loop that plays so that 
every minute or two the control tones are sent down the line just to 


make sure the signs are doing what they want them to do (flashing or 
not). 


She said they are working on a different system to control the signs; 
my guess would be internet since there is a continuous closed-circuit 
wireless system that runs the whole span of I-80 through Wyoming. They 
use it to program and control the overhead message boards and to 
change the speed limits on our variable speed limit signs among other 
things.

As NPR came of age in the 1980s, its audience matured with it. Three 
decades later, that is starting to look like a problem. 


Many of the listeners who grew up with NPR are now reaching retirement 
age, leaving NPR with a challenge: How can it attract younger and 
middle-aged audiences -- whose numbers are shrinking -- to replace 
them? 


NPR's research shows a growing gulf in who is listening to the likes 
of "Morning Edition" and "All Things Considered," the daily news 


programs that have propelled public radio for more than 30 years. 
Morning listening has dropped 11 percent overall since 2010, according 
to Nielsen research that NPR has made public; afternoon listening is 
down 6 percent over the same period. 


Perhaps more troubling are the broader demographic trends. NPR's 
Signal has gradually been fading among the young. Listening among 
"Morning Edition's" audience, for example, has declined 20 percent 
among people under 55 in the past five years. Listening for "All 
Things Considered" has dropped about 25 percent among those in the 45- 
to-54 segment. 


The growth market? People over 65, who were increasing in both the 
morning and afternoon hours. 


The graying of NPR, and the declines overall, are potentially perilous 
to the public radio ecosystem. NPR, based in Washington, serves 
programs to nearly 900 "member" stations, which rely in large part on 
financial contributions from their listeners. The stations, in turn, 
kick back some of their pledge-drive dollars to NPR to license such 
programs as "Car Talk," "Fresh Aix" and "Morning Edition" (federal tax 
dollars supply only a small part of stations' annual budgets, and 
virtually none of NPR's). 


But as audiences drift to newer on-demand audio sources such as 
podcasts and streaming, the bonds with local stations -- and the 
contributions that come with them -- may be fraying. 


"It's a problem, and no one has really figured out what to do about 
it," said Jeff Hansen, the program director at Seattle public station 
KUOW (94.9 FM). He noted that public radio was invented by people in 
their 20s in the 1970s, largely at stations funded by colleges and 
universities. "What they didn't realize at the time was that what they 
were inventing was programming for people like themselves -- baby 
boomers with college degrees." 


That audience has largely stayed loyal. The median age of public radio 
listeners has roughly tracked the median age of baby boomers. The 
median NPR listener was 45 years old in 1995; now he or she is 54, 
according to Tom Thomas, co-chief executive of the Station Resource 
Group, a public-radio strategy and research consortium. "The [aging] 
trend has been gentle and continuous for the last 20 years," he said. 


To shore up its appeal to a younger crowd, NPR's contemporary managers 
say that they are going where younger ears are, both via digital 
technology and with programming that has younger people in mind. 
Although radio is still, by far, the dominant way to listen, NPR's 
distribution chain now includes podcasts, Web text and streams, 


satellite broadcasting and social media. 


Among its news initiatives, NPR in October and early November launched 
a series on the lives of 15-year-old girls around the world; it played 
on all of NPR's news shows and on NPR.org. NPR also has attempted to 
foster a community of younger listeners through "Generation Listen," a 
Web site that features audio and text stories, as well as news of 
community events hosted by young NPR listeners. 


In more subtle changes, NPR added two new, younger hosts -- Ari 
Shapiro and Kelly McEvers -- to "All Things Considered" this summer, 
joining 68-year-old Robert Siegel. And it promoted Michel Martin, an 
African American woman who is the former host of "Tell Me More" 
(canceled last year) and now hosts "Weekend All Things Considered." 
Editorial Director Michael Oreskes said the anchor reset is "an 
invitation to both traditional listeners and new ones to think about 
the programs in new ways." 


Some of the other brand-name talent at NPR illustrates the situation: 
Talk-show host Diane Rehm is 79; senior national correspondent Linda 
Wertheimer is 72; legal affairs correspondent Nina Totenberg is 71, 
and "Weekend Edition Saturday" host Scott Simon is a relative 
youngster at 63. 


Last year, the organization launched a mobile app, NPR One, that 
streams both national and local public-radio stories via smartphones 
and tablets. NPR said downloads of the app have been growing, but it 
hasn't released figures (notably, "Serial" -- the massively popular 
and critically praised podcast -- was produced not by NPR but by an 
independent public-radio organization, Chicago Public Media's "This 
American Life"). 


"If someone has decided that their phone is a better way to get 
information than their radio, we're not going to change their mind," 
said Oreskes, a former New York Times and Associated Press editor. "So 
our goal is to be there for them, wherever they are." 


Overall, audiences are growing on digital devices, said Emma Carrasco, 
NPR's senior vice president for audience development. She estimated 
that 32 million people per week, about 1 in 10 people in the nation, 
hear or read (via NPR.org) something NPR has produced. 


But it is unclear whether digital sources can fully replace the 
declining broadcast radio audience. No one knows, for example, how 
many people actually listen to the podcasts they download, or whether 
podcasts -- still a small share of all listening -- are a passing fad 
or an enduring format. 


What's more, NPR has to strike a sometimes awkward balance with its 
digital forays. By sending its programs directly to listeners via 
digital means, it risks bypassing and even competing with the stations 
that broadcast those shows -- and supply the dollars that enable NPR 
to produce them in the first place. 


"If I love [an NPR program] and I happen to be in the car, I may send 
money to my local station to thank them for the content," says Larry 
Rosin, president of Edison Research, which analyzes audience data. "If 
I listen to the same program [via non-broadcast sources], who do I 
give money to? It does tend to break the logical chain" of 
contributions. "That's what happens when an industry is disrupted." 


NPR has shown that it can move the needle on its franchise programs. A 
sustained promotional campaign paid off with a modest 2 percent gain 
in the audience for "Morning Edition" during the first six months of 
this year, Carrasco said. 


The bad news, however, is that the radio part of public radio may be 
in slow and irreversible decline, a fate faced by newspapers, TV 
stations and other kinds of "legacy" media in the digital age. 


To see this happening, people at NPR's headquarters on North Capitol 
Street NW need look no further than across town to WAMU (88.5 FM), the 
public station operated by American University. 


The station, perpetually one of the strongest in the public radio 
system, has been gradually cutting back after running in the red for 
the past three years. In fiscal 2015, ended in April, the station's 
annual operating deficit was $2.58 million, a 52 percent increase over 
2014 and more than twice that of 2013. 


WAMU has experienced an 11 percent decrease in listening among its 
crucial morning-drive audience and a 9 percent decline during 
afternoon hours over the past three years, according to internal 
figures. 


In January, the station laid off two full-time staffers and four 
part-timers, including Mary Cliff, who hosted a weekly folk and 
bluegrass music program called "Traditions." It also dropped a locally 
produced Saturday program called "Animal House." The station cut the 
frequency of its traffic reports last year, and dropped them 
altogether earlier this month, along with veteran traffic reporter 
Jerry Edwards. Familiar news voices Elliott Francis and Meymo Lyons 
left the station in recent months as well. 


"As long as people are in their cars, they're still going to want the 
sense of community and local connection" that radio provides, said 


Lettie Holman, WAMU's program director. "But we have to be realistic 
about the fact that, overall, people are listening to the radio less 
and less. That does beg the question of what the sustainability is for 
the entire public radio system. We have to find diverse revenue 
streams. We have to find alternative revenue streams." The Washington 
Post Company (via Mike Cooper, DXLD)

REVAMPED FCC WEBSITE EXPECTED TO DEBUT ON DECEMBER 10 
ARRL November 24, 2015 


The FCC has announced that its large-scale website redesign will be 
completed by December 10. The switch to the new site is set to begin 
on December 10 at 0100 UTC and will be completed about 4 hours later. 


iwWhile the transition to the revamped site is expected to be completed 
almost instantaneously, there will be an ongoing process following 
this transition that will continue to involve user feedback, fixes by 
the FCCis Information Technology team, and content updates by policy 
bureaus and offices,i the FCC said in a November 24 Public Notice. 


The FCC said the new website has been designed to provide ibetter 
functionality, an improved design, and better searchability and 


navigability.i Earlier this year the Commissionis IT Department opened 
a beta-test version of the site and has been gathering user comments. 


iExtensive user research revealed how the FCC could improve the 
websiteis information architecture to make content easier to find,i 
the Public Notice said. The FCC said its new website has been designed 
to operate on tablet and mobile device browsers with the display 
optimization based upon the device. The site utilizes a itogglei 
navigation that allows visitors to browse either by iCategoryi or 
iBureau and Office.i 


When the new site comes online, the familiar current FCC website will 
no longer be available. The FCC said web pages and files on 
transition.fcc.gov that have not already migrated to the new site will 
remain available, and existing bookmarks will be redirected to the 
appropriate content on the new site. While the Commission has already 
upgraded some of its interactive systems, including the Consumer Help 
Center, and is working toward improvements on similar systems, 
including the Electronic Comment Filing System (ECFS), these systems 
will not be directly impacted by the December 10 migration. 


iThis migration will impact the look and functionality of web pages 
that are coded in HTML and managed through a content management 
system, such as the homepage and individual bureau pages,i the FCC 
Public Notice said. The FCC said the change to a new website design 
was, in part, driven by a need to start using a more modern, open- 
source content management system to upgrade the siteis look and 
architecture, and to transition to a system that is compatible with 
the latest website innovations. 


FCC Chief Information Officer David Bray has written blog posts about 
the website development process, and the beta site has been publically 
available and soliciting feedback since April. Two additional public 
outreach sessions will be held before the December 10 changeover to 
explain the new site and its functionality to interested stakeholders.

At the November Skills Night in Danbury Jim Salmon 2EORMI, of the 
Chelmsford Calling Network, mentioned his new project, Radio Emma Toc 
celebrating wireless station 2MT 


In 1922 from ‘a long low hut full of long low people’ - a small group 
of young Marconi employees entertained radio amateurs and listeners 
across the UK and beyond with regular experimental broadcasts every 
Tuesday evening. 


The broadcasts originated from Writtle on the outskirts of Chelmsford, 
Essex, and the enthusiastic team led by Captain Peter Eckersley 
assembled their transmitter together with a gramophone player, 
microphone, and on occasions a piano from the local public house, to 
entertain listeners. 


Whilst transmissions lasted for just a year, their impact was immense. 
Many of those involved moved on to make major contributions to the 
works of Marconi and the BBC. 


Our aim is to acknowledge and celebrate this short time in history, 
when a small wooden hut in a field in Writtle, occupied by a small 
group of fascinating individuals, became the home of the UK's first 


regular radio broadcasts. 


We will not try to recreate station 2MT - how could we ? We live ina 
very different age. What we would like to recreate is - the spirit and 
adventure of 2MT, to be ‘born in laughter and nurtured in laughter’. 


Now that could be fun...!

I love reading others' DXpedition reports & loggings. In that same 
spirit I offer the following. 


From Nov. 15-21 I was at Quoddy House to try my luck at east-coast- 
style trans-oceanic DX. While there's still LOTS of wav files to go 
through, enough is available to get a ‘glimpse’ of things. Highlights 
so far include Ethiopia on 918 and 1359 kHz and Eritrea on 945 kHz.

As much as a DX opportunity, a visit to QH is an opportunity to try 

out new antennas and new configurations of trusted antennas. Over the 
past few visits I've gotten an idea of where it's possible and useful 
to put up antennas. This year I stuck with what Iive come to consider 
my @stocki weapon - a 160i DKAZ 6 one at 55 degrees for TAs and one at 
155 degrees for LatAm. I used a Vactrol termination resistance to vary 


Rt from the shack and then replaced it with a fixed resistor when I 
had determined the best value.

MW OFFSETS 


Is anyone interested in doing a better job of collecting offsets for 
North American stations? I know mwlist has some, but they only have 
the big US stations. I think European DXers are making most of the 
contributions. 


I recently figured out how to get 0.1 Hz resolution on my QS1R (using 
HDSDR, tuning below the carrier, and using the audio spectrum). 


I'm looking at 1280 now and I see what I think are 30+ carriers! Very 
exciting! 


While @.1 Hz accuracy might be hard to achieve (even if your own 
receiver can do it - the transmitter won't necessarily be that 
stable), we should at least be able to do 1 Hz (Aaron, Philadelphia, 


PA, Kreider, Nov 25, IRCA via DXLD) 


I'm sure that mwlist would also like more input from the smaller 
stations, Aaron. 


I have done this before, using an audio scheme that I think is 
something like you describe. 0.1 Hz resolution is more than possible, 
but as you point out, accuracy may not be as good. I've been saying 
+/- 0.2 Hz, but I think it can be better than that. 


One other problem is calibrating against stations of known accuracy 
with low drift. KSL-1160 still seems to be pretty good out west, 
but IBOC stations don't seem to be as reliable as they once were. 


At any rate, I am interested, just not sure how much time I can 
devote to it at least until next spring. best wishes, (Nick Hall- 
Patch, BC, ibid.) 


NEW [ham] BAND AT 5 MHZ 


During the 18 November afternoon plenary session of the World 
Radiocommunication Conference (WRC-15) in Geneva, a new amateur 
service allocation at 5 MHz was approved. Although only a small 
allocation of 15 kHz between 5351.5-5366.5 kHz was eventually agreed, 
it is the first new allocation at HF since the WARC of 1979. After 
intense pressure from the fixed service primary user, power limits 
have been set at 15 watts EIRP in Regions 1 and 3, 20 watts EIRP in 
Mexico and 25 watts EIRP in Central America, South America and most of 
the Caribbean area. Member Societies not having an allocation under 
Article 4.4 of the Radio Regulations are urged to contact their 
administration to have this narrow segment included in their licence, 
although the new Radio Regulations will not come into force until 1 
January 2017. [TNX IARU Region 1] (425 DX News 21 Nov via Dave 
Raycroft, ODXA yg via DXLD) 


So will that replace five discrete frequencies in USA?? There must 
have been some more important outcomes from WRC-15 (Glenn Hauser, 
DXLD) 


THREE MEDIOCRE BUT INVISIBLE ANTENNAS 


On the anecdotal evidence from the good Mr. Paul Walker right here on 
DXLD, I acquired a Magic Wand antenna from Mike Crabtree ('lowbander' 
on eBay) and set it up inside mounted on the west wall between two 
windows (an almost unobstructed view of the western horizon save for a 
few trees that are mostly above me) not far from my cheapie Kaito KA33 
Loop. This along with my MFJ-1020C active Pre-selector hooked up to 
the rain gutter gives me three completely mediocre antennas to choose 


from that are all invisible from the outside (as they must be, to 
avoid neighbor/landlord difficulties). What I'm finding is that when I 
tune in a signal I try the different antennas to see which is best and 
after a couple of listening sessions I must say none of them are a 
hands down favorite. Each does a little better on different bands, and 
even that slightly depends on the bearing angle of the transmission. 


The Magic Wand is now my favorite for 11 MHz and above, it gives more 
signal and less noise than any of them for all signals in those bands 
(even when used with the MFJ-1020C active Pre-selector), weaker 
Signals are more readable on these bands now. 49m to 31m is sort of a 
toss up. The Kaito Loop is still the favorite on 41m for most 
signal/least noise, sometimes on 49m as well (dependent on station 
bearing). The Rain Gutter defaults everywhere else, but I've noticed I 
don't hear much below 5MHz these days and I'm starting to think it's 
just my local ambient RFI at this new QTH which is unfortunate, 
although it may be too soon to tell for sure. 


I guess I'll just keep trying. But the reason you'll see different 
antennas used in the logs is because I was logging with the best 
antenna/amp combo for that particular signal. I don't always switch 
between antennas, but I will probably start doing more of it as some 
of the differences in signal and noise levels are striking (Rodney 
Johnson, Las Vegas NV, Nov 23, dxldyg via DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


MARCONI TO BREAK RADIO SILENCE AFTER INTERMISSION

"Marconi is synonymous with one of the most sensational corporate 
collapses. Now, the name is set to rise again after a small British 
phone maker announced plans to revive it in the digital radio market. 


Bullitt Group, a Reading-based company, has struck a licensing deal 
with Ericsson, which bought the remnants of the failed company ten 
years ago to use the brand for a range of consumer electronics 
devices. It plans to begin by launching a digital radio early next 
year that will bear the groupis historic spiral logo. 


It will be the first Marconi-branded radio to hit the shelves since 
the 1920s and the first consumer product released under the name since 
GEC, Marconiis former parent, gave up on the mobile phone market in 
the late 1980s and sold its customer base to Vodafone, a small player 
at the time. The name, which derived from the company founded in 1897 
by Guglielmo Marconi, the inventor of wireless communications, was 
adopted by GEC in the late 1990s when it decided to refashion itself 
as a provider of telecoms equipment. The strategy failed 


spectacularly: Marconiis value crashed from £35 billion in 2000 6 when 
it was Europeis biggest technology company 6 to £800 million a year 
later. 


The business, which had racked up £4.4 billion of debt, was handed to 
creditors two years later with shareholders 6 many of them former 
employees 6 getting only 0.5 per cent of the equity. Ericsson bought 
it five years later and a brand that had been stamped on everything 
from BBC broadcast towers to submarine communications systems and 
Spitfire engines disappeared. 


Bullitt, which had sales of $100 million last year, makes electronics 
devices including phones and speakers for other brands. Bullitt hopes 
to add idramai to the digital radio market, which he said has grown 
stale. iItis a horribly crowded, bland space. I donit know how many 
more bland products . . . Pure and Roberts can put out a year,i he 
said in a dig at his prospective rivals" (via Mike Barraclough, Nov 
24, BDXC-UK yg via DXLD) 


Do trade folks really think digital 'bricks' will actually sell better 
with 'Marconi' on them; The (correct) history of Marconi is that in 
1929 HMV after buying the company for inclusion into EMI were deeply 
disappointed with inferior productionx both electronically and even 
cabinet finishing and only after 'badge engineering' in the early 30's 
HMV models with 'G Marconi' were EMI (or RCA) happier as they were 
already using Mullard valves (as both Ekco and Pye also preferred) as 
opposed to often poorer M-O-V equivalents. 


So what's in a name, and as the Bullitt Group circuit boards will 
inevitably come from the PRC will this mean a blessed thing to the 
average customer duped into DAB. All these would-be patriotic 
purchasers need do is look for the 'China Made' label (I believe the 
EU even prevents 'Made in England' labels now - racial?) to know that 
Roberts or Bush - now Marconi(phone?) is as British as a 'Dutch 
ha'penny'. 


Incidentally, the 'Times' writer seems confused between the quite 
separate scientific and technical section of Marconi's owned by GEC 
and affected badly by cancelled government defence contracts, and the 
radio, radiogram, record player etc. company owned by EMI/British 
Radio Corporation (and associated with RCA).

I had Botswana 909 from the Tonset Road - Orleans, MA DXpedition site 
http: //chowdanet.com/markc/pictures/orleans_dxsite1. gif 
but never from a house site even with substantially better antennas. 


Fortaleza Brazil on 760 often booms in at Orleans, Rockport, etc. but 
only heard once or twice (poorly) at Billerica - one hour drive from 
Granite Pier - and just occasionally at the house here in South 
Yarmouth (to fair quality) with only about 3 miles / 5 km of land in 
the way. 


Meanwhile, UK stuff like 909, 1089, and 1215 only seems to be 15 dB or 
so down at inland sites. This is probably because UK is closer (~3000 
miles instead of 5000+) and the incoming skip angle higher above the 
horizon (Mark Connelly, WA1ION, South Yarmouth, MA, IRCA via DXLD) 


Over a period of about 8 years it has become pretty obvious that the 
sunrise enhancements in Puyallup are of much shorter duration than the 
ones enjoyed in Victoria (or at ocean coast DXpedition sites), often 
wrapping up as much as an hour earlier. This phenomena can't be 
completely explained away by the difference in Ultralight radios and 
table receivers, since when the larger FSL antennas are combined with 
Ultralight radios the combination generally compares quite well in 
single-frequency sensitivity with Perseus-SDR receivers and broadband 


loops, as demonstrated in side-by-side comparisons at the ocean cliff 
sites. On Sunday and Monday morning (when 1593-CNR1 was unusually 
strong) peak propagation was enjoyed around 1505 here, and collapsed 
quite dramatically by 1520. It's probably one of the quirks in living 
in a mediocre inland location, surrounded by tall hills on three 
sides. 73, (Gary DeBock, IRCA via DXLD) 


East Coast version, of course, is sunset enhancement. Over better than 
50 years of DXing including "somewhat inland" (5 to 25 miles to shore) 
locations and right-on-the-beach (or salt-marsh) sites, the sunset 
enhancement usually runs for a good hour at the shore whereas it's 
more like 15-30 minutes inland. Shore sites can have TA's up to 4 
hours pre-sunset, at least in the case of mega-blasters like the 1521 
Saudi. A fairly active band with even mid-level 10 kW Spain etc. by 2 
hours pre-sunset in autumn / winter is pretty much par for the course 
at the typical MA shore DX sites in Rowley, Rockport, Scituate, 
Duxbury, Orleans, Eastham, etc. Go a few miles inland and maybe an 
hour pre-sunset your bigger boomers from Europe, the Middle East, and 
North Africa are just coming up out of the noise / slop. 


If the inland site has some altitude above average terrain in the 
desired direction and/or the antenna is elevated, you do get some 
improvement, perhaps more so on the upper end of the band than below 1 
MHz. Things won't get to "beach quality" but seriously big and 
directive antennas on a hill or mountain will get you part way there. 


So I'd say that what Gary sees at sunrise is fairly similar to what 
DXers in MA, NJ, etc. would be seeing at sunset in overall operation 
(though "backwards" chronologically). 


In all cases, part of the enhancement is that there are ionospheric 
tilts that enable chordal / ducted modes reducing some of the lossy 
reflection points. Additionally, when areas opposite the DX direction 
go into daylight, interference is decreased. 


I also DX'ed in Ireland in 1977 and got to experience sunrise 
enhancement (a la US West Coast). In the middle of the evening there, 
attempts at hearing Boston on 850 were badly hacked by super-loud 
Spain 854 (now 855). But as dawn broke, Spain weakened and Boston came 
sailing in "Q-5, S-9" as in this recording from an unassisted 
Realistic 12-655 TRF:

This was from Ireland's west coast. In that area I visited Sligo, 
Galway, Westport, and Clifden. US stations came in substantially 
better on that side of the country than around Dublin on the eastern 
side. No surprise there (Mark Connelly, WA1ION, South Yarmouth, MA, 
ibid.) 
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Highlights of Solar and Geomagnetic Activity 16 - 22 November 2015 


Solar activity was at very low to low levels over the period. Low 
levels occurred on 17-18 November and 21-22 November with Regions 
2454 (N13, L=121, class/area Dac/130 on 22 Nov) and 2457 (N11, 
L=032, class/area Dsi/130 on 21 Nov) responsible for the C-class 
flare activity. The largest flares of the period were a pair of 
C5/Sf flares at 22/0210 UTC and 22/0538 UTC originating from Region 
2454 which was in a growth phase after 21 November. 


Two filament eruptions were observed at the beginning of the period 
that resulted in coronal mass ejections (CMEs). The first was an 
approximate 21 degree long filament, centered near S11W17, that 
lifted off around 15/2114 UTC. The second was an approximate 19 
degree filament, centered near S26W24 that lifted off around 16/0114 
UTC. Two CMEs were observed lifting off the SW limb in SOHO/LASCO C2 
imagery at 15/2336 UTC and 16/0312 UTC, respectively. Analysis of 
these CMEs indicated a likely glancing blow early on 19 November. 
Later in the period, another filament eruption, centered near 
S20E10, occurred around 22/0600 UTC. An associated CME, observed in 
C2 imagery beginning at 22/0836 UTC, was mostly directed off the 
east limb. Subsequent analysis of this CME indicated a very low 
chance for a glancing blow. 


No proton events were observed at geosynchronous orbit. 


The greater than 2 MeV electron flux at geosynchronous orbit was at 
high levels on 16 November with a maximum flux of 3,129 pfu at 
16/1525 UTC. Normal to moderate levels were observed from 17-22 
November. 


Geomagnetic field activity ranged from quiet to minor storm periods 
over the period. Solar wind conditions began the period near nominal 
levels with prolonged periods of southward Bz near -6 nT on 16 
November. Subsequently, the geomagnetic field responded with 
unsettled to active periods. Quiet to unsettled levels were observed 
on 17 November. At approximately 17/1941 UTC, a solar sector 
boundary crossing to a mostly negative (towards) sector occurred 


followed by an increase in solar wind speed from 370 km/s to around 
530 km/s by early on 19 November. An abrupt increase in total field 
from 6 nT to 12 nT occurred at 18/1925 UTC with a maximum southward 
deflection of the Bz component to -11 nT indicating the likely 
arrival of the CMEs from 15-16 November coupled with influences from 
a negative polarity coronal hole high speed stream (CH HSS). A 
geomagnetic sudden impulse (70 nT at the Wingst magnetometer) was 
observed at 18/2010 UTC. The geomagnetic field responded with (G1) 
minor storming late in the period on 18 November with quiet to 
active conditions on 19 November. Solar wind speed continued a slow 
decay over the rest of the period to background levels resulting in 
quiet to unsettled levels on 20-21 November and quiet conditions on 
22 November. 


FORECAST OF SOLAR AND GEOMAGNETIC ACTIVITY 23 NOV-19 DEC 2015 


Solar activity is expected to be low with a chance for M-class 
(R1-R2, Minor-Moderate) flares from 23-25 November due to flare 
potential from Region 2454. Very low to low levels are expected from 
26 November through 07 December. There is also a chance for M-class 
flare activity from 08-19 December with the return of old Region 
2454 (N13, L=121). 


No proton events are expected at geosynchronous orbit. 


The greater than 2 MeV electron flux at geosynchronous orbit is 
expected to be at normal to moderate levels with high levels likely 
from 26-28 November and again from 06-13 December due to CH HSS 
influence. 


Geomagnetic field activity is expected to be at unsettled to active 
levels from 25-26 November and 05-12 December with (G1) minor 
storming likely on 06-07 December due to recurrent CH HSS activity.
